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Brush promoting hair growth 

The present invention concerns hairbrushes and aims more particularly at a 
perfected brush promoting the growth and increase of hair. 

There are numerous types of hygiene accessories which use magnetism, but the 
present invention is aimed essentially at the best utilization of a magnetic force to 
promote the growth and increase of hair. 

The object of the invention is a perfected hygienic hairbrush consisting of a 
combination of animal bristles and magnets which makes the brush very effective in 
accelerating the growth and increase of the hair of the user, by using a magnetic action. 
This result is obtained by stimulating the scalp by tapping it with the bristles of the brush. 
Moreover, the blood circulation in the head is facilitated by stimulation of the head using 
a magnetic force which vitalizes the hair roots and promotes the growth and increase of 
hair. 

The invention will be understood better upon reading the detailed description 
which follows, and upon examining the attached drawings which represent, as a 
nonlimiting example, an embodiment of the invention. 

The single figure shows a perspective view of a preferred embodiment of the 
brush according to the invention. 

In the drawing, a hairbrush was represented having a paddle 3 consisting of a 
handle 1 and a base 2 in a single piece. Hogs' bristle, boars' bristle 4 or analogous of the 
hard type and short length are implanted on the major part of base 2. An appropriate 
number of rods 6, terminated at their top by a magnet 5 of spherical shape made of ferrite 
or analogous, each having an appropriate magnetic flux density, are distributed among 
the tufts of bristle 4 at the center of the brush, the rods 6 being a little shorter than the 
bristles 4. As represented in Figure 1, an appropriate nxmiber of rods 6 provided with 
magnet 5 can be arranged on a thin plate 7. 

As the brush according to the invention has a structure as described above, 
notably for the stimulation of the scalp of the user, the longer bristles play the role of 
shock absorber elements. Moreover, the effect of multiple stimulations due to the 
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magnetic force of a magnet, to the friction of the brush and to the tapping of the hair 
effectively promotes the growth of hair due to better blood flow in the scalp and 
vitalization of the hair roots. Since the classical hygienic accessories that use a magnetic 
force have not only an invariable magnetic force but also an invariable placement (for 
example, those applied in shoulder pads, waist or hips, or are arranged in the clothing), a 
certain inertia to the magnetic force develops and thus the strength of this magnetic force 
is not completely utilized. The product according to the invention is of the type which 
acts by brushing and tapping. Therefore, it is always capable of imparting to the human 
body variable stimulation which permits better exploitation of the magnetic force used. 
Moreover, the product according to the invention is characterized by the fact that it has a 
beneficial action even when it is applied to other parts of the human body. 

Naturally, the invention is not limited at all to the embodiment of the example 
described and represented, but it can have numerous variations accessible to the person 
skilled in the art, according to the envisaged applications and without departing for this 
from the framework of the invention. 
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Patent Claim 

Brush promoting hair growth, characterized by the fact that it has rods (6) ending 
at their tip in a magnet (5) and animal bristles (4) of the hard type, slightly longer than the 
rods (6), the rods (6) and the bristles (4) being distributed appropriately on a base (2). 
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
